Vorster Sees Independence Possible 


U.S. Envoy Hails Namibia Accord

LUSAKA, Zambia, June 15 
(WP)—South Africa has agreed 
to abandon its own plan for 
establishing an ethnically based 
black government in South-West 
Aldea  Natalbiz, and is moving 
toward acceptance of free elec-

“I think we have the basis for 
an egreement,” U.S. Ambassador 
Donald McHenry said at the Lu- 
saka airport, upon his arrival here 
from Tanzania. “TI think that it 


is possible to have free and fair 
elections in Namibia.” 

His words were the most posi- 
tive indication so far that the 
five Western nations holding talks 
with South Africa are making 
substantial progress in resoiving 
the Namihia dispute. 

{In Cape Town, Prime Minister 
John Yorster yesterday told Par- 
lament that negotiations with 
the West over Namibia had come 
to a point where independence 
for the territory was now possible,

Senate Votes to Block Loans 
To 3 Southeast Asia Nations 


WASHINGTON, June 15 (AP). 
—The Senate voted last night to 
require the United States to op- 
pose loans by international Jend- 
ing institutions to Vietnam, Cam- 
bodia or Laos. 

The amendment, approved 56- 

5, was added to a House-passed 
hill authorizing $5.22 billion over 
four years to the World Bank 
and other institutions thai lend 
money to less-developed nations, 
The overall bill Subsequently 
passed; 59-30. 

Sen, Robert Dole, R-Kan., au- 
thor of the smeniment, said, 
“We left enough of our blood in 
Southeast Asia. Lets not send 
out money after our blood.” 

‘The Senate passed the amend- 
ment after having rejected an 
amendment opposed by the Car- 
ter administration that would 
have required U.S. representa- 
tives to oppose loans to any 
nations persistently denying hu- 
man rights. 

The Dole amendment would 
require U.S. representatives to 
vote against any loans by ijnter- 
netional financial institutions to 
the three Southeast Asian 


nations. If loans are roted over 
the U.S. objection, the United 
States would reduce its contribu- 
tion by the same amount. 

Sen. John Glenn, D-Ohio, said: 

“I'm afraid that this amendment 
might reduce the chances of get- 
ting an accounting for our MIAs 

Jacob 
Javits, R-N.Y., called the Dole 
amendment “imworkable and 
eounterproductive in that it won't 
help get the Mi4s back.” 
- The earlier amendment on na- 
tions denying human rights, of- 
fered by Sen. James Abourezk, 
D-S.D., and Sen. Mark Hatfield, 
ROre., was defeated 50-43, An- 
other by Sen. Orrin Hatch, R- 
Utah, similar in wording to the 
Abourezk-Hatfield amendment, 
was rejected, 58-34.

AYear of Change Is Born of Soweto’s Violence 


By John F. Burns 


SOWETO, South Africa, June 
15 ONYT).—A year ago tomorrow, 
@ burst of police gunfire on & 
dusty hillside here ended the life 
of a 12-year-old protest marcher 
mamed Hector Petersen, but the 
turmoil that followed unleashed 
forces inside South Africa and 
abroad that have changed the 
country forever. 

The death of the Petersen buy. 
and of more than 600 other 
blacks In the ensuing upheaval. 
fundamentally altered the politics 
ef the counfry’s 16.6 million 
blacks. Under pressure from 
teen-age students,-the pursuit of 
piecemeal changes has been dis- 
credited amid a clamor for com- 
plete equality with the 4.3 mil- 
lion whites. 

The government has stood 
firm, offering improvements but 
barring any concessions that 
would prejudice white control. 
However, the unity of Afrikaner- 
dom has fractured, with powerful 
forces, some of them imsue 


Prime Minister John Vorster’s 
Cabinet, urging the scrapping of 
racial subordination in favor of 
equal partnership, 

Abroad, the Western powers, 
ending decades of acquiescence 
to apartheid, have joined the 
challenge long mounted by the 
Communist countries and the 
Third World. The United States, 
demanding full political par- 
ticipation, has implied a readiness 
to use economic measures if the 
white minority digs in its heels. 

Blacks Divided 

Little of this would have hap- 
pened, at least not so soon, 
without the builets that were 
fired at the Soweto demen- 
strators on the sunny winter 
morning of June 16. But, as 
Soweto students prepare to mark 
the anniversary with ἃ com- 
memorative march that could 
precipitate new clashes, the black 
community is deeply divided as 
to whether it has been worth- 
while, 


Some, led by practitioners of 


the old-style politics of ameliora- 
tion, strongly oppose confronta~ 
tion tacties, convinced that they 
bring bloodshed without tangible 
improvements. Others, taking 
their lead from the students, in- 
sist that only by challenging the 
government can blacks hope to 
gain freedom. 

Politically, the nulitants have 
gained the upper hand. Last 
week, their pre-eminence was 
confirmed when the entire 33- 
member Urban Bantu Council. an 
advisory body that works with 
the white authorities, howed to 
demands from the Soweto stu- 
dents’ representative council, and 
resigned. The students’ council, 
formed during last year’s clashes, 
had assailed the councillors as 
stooges. 

[Seboteurs blew up one of the 
two rail lines between the black 
township of Umlazi and the 
coastal. city of Durban before 
darn today, eausing lone delays 
for blacks working in the city 1% 
miles away. 

(The explosion shattered win- 


dows in houses more than 100 
yards sway, but no one was 
hurt. No arrests were reported.) 

Philosophically, the contest is 
more evenly matched, with the 
preponderance of support among 
the township's 1 million residents 
probably lying on the moderates’ 
side. This week, a visitor touring 
the township found that, even 
among students, there are those 
who favor dialogue and coopera- 
tion with the government. even 
when the results are sparse.

s Veneration of Lenin: 


An Effort to Deny His Death? 


By Robert C. Toth 


MOSCOW .—Few things are 50 
contradictory of this country's 
avowed atheism as the remains 
of Lenin, which have been on 
display for half a century in a 
Red Square mausoleum. 


This veneration of Lenin. ac- 
cording to Western psychologists, 
is an attempt to deny bis death. 

Since his death In 1924, almost 
80 million people, an average of 
4000 2 day. hare viewed the 
corpse. which is msintained by 
the State Laboratory for the 
Preservation of Lenin's Body and 
guarded by uniformed troops of 
the EGB, the state security 
agency. 

One day recently. despite the 
flaring sun, the line waiting to 
enter the mausoleum stretched the 
usual half-mile or more out of 
Red Square into the narrow park 
along the Eremlin’s north wall. 

Photographs Prohibited 

In it were Soviet and foreign 
tourists, including a North Korean 
delegation in blue tunics. Soviet 
soldiers and sailors on leave and 
troops of Young Pioneers ‘scouts! 
wearing the traditional red ker- 
chiefs over white blouses. 

At regular intervals as the line 
moved forward. bags were exam- 
tned and bulging pockets scru- 
tinized for cameras, Lenin's body 
has never been photographed. as 
far as is known, probably because 
successive pictures might show 
signs of deterioration, Guards 
order silence and reverence. Col- 
Jars must be buttoned. sult jackets 
worn rather than carried. 

Huge wreaths flank the bronze 
doors of the red and black granite 
facade, giving off familiar fune- 
real odors. Inside. in the vault. 
the air is cool, chilling after the 
Jong, hot wait. 

Lenin's body lics in a huge 
glass sarcophagus, the head slight~- 
ly raised. Visitors pass two 
abreast argund three sides of it 
at a constant pace enforced by 
the guards. The body is dressed 
in a black suit jacket (white 
shirt, dark tie? that drapes into 
a long robe. His beard still has 
red in it. but the skin of his face 
and hands—one open, the other 
clenched—has the vague lumi- 
nescence of moist chalk. 

“Hush! hush!" the guards order 
the departing visitors, for the 
children are impatient to share 
their impressions. 

Communists maintain that the 
purpose of preserving Lenin's 
body is to dramatize their claim 
that his teachings remain to guide 
the Soviet state he founded. 
“Lenin lived. still lives and will 
always live” is a favored slogan, 
“Lenin is more alive than the 
living” is another. 

His teachings could. of course. 
“light the way” without the semi. 
mystical veneration of his re- 
mains. But the leadership ob- 
viously finds advantages, despite 
the bizarre clash with atheistic 
values, to preserving his body and 
defying his memory. Unmistaka- 
bly religious words and concepts 
are used in reference to him. 

Several years ago Izvestia at~ 
tacked a dissident writer who 
criticized Lenin for attempting 
“to desecrate .. . this name sacred 
to us!. .. these blasphemous 
lines. . .“ In 1961. after hearing 
about Stalin's crimes, an old 
woman delegate to the party con~ 
gress said. “Yesterday I asked 
Tlich [Lenin] for advice and it 
was as if he stood before me, alive, 
and said, ‘I do not like being next 
to Stalin.” 


A report of the meeting record- 
ed prolonged applause for her re- 
marks and Stalin was removed 
from the mausoleum. 

Embalmer Imprisoned 

Boris Zbarsky, the doctor who 
embalmed Lenin, was sent to a 
prison camp by Stalin but was 
returned to Moscow to preserve 
Stalin's remains, He reputedly 
passed on his secrets to his first 
son, who works for the laboratory. 
Another son, an artist, has emi- 
grated to Israel, 

The Lenin cult supports a minor 
industry which makes untold mil- 
lions of pictures, busts, pins, post- 
cards, statues and other memo- 
rabilia, Every city, town, village 
and farm has at least one Lenin 
statue but these are almost never 
signed by the sculptor because it 
would desecrate Lenin's memory. 

There are also cumerous mu- 
seums dedicated to him, in some 
of which the “miracle worker™ 
concept is obvious. The Lenin 
Museum in Tashkent, Uzbekistan, 
for example, has a laser, as if 


Lenin somehow helped invent it.: 


By trying to make Lenin eter- 
nal, the Communists contradict 
not only atheism but also a wise 
old Russian proverb: “Yon can't 
hare two deaths. and you can't 
escape one.”

Happy to Be Hosts 

Despite their failure as real 
estate bucksters, the Yugoslays 
are relishing thelr role as hosts 
for the conference, for both eco- 
nomic and politica] reasons. 

The conference almost guaran- 
tees thet Belsrade’s most expen- 
site hotels will be filed for most 
of the rest of the year. 

On the political front, holding 
the conference in Belgrade this 
year coincides with the big cele- 
bration of President Tito’s 35th 
birthday and his 40th anniversary 
as chief of the Yugoslav Commu- 
aist party. 

The Helsinki agreement is seen 
in Belgrade as a cornerstone of 
politica! détente between East 
and West. Holding the review 
session in Belgrade means that 
Yugoslavia’s nonaligned status is 
recognized in both the Eastern 
Communist bio and in the West- 
ern democratic nations. 

“This meeting should promote 
all European cooperation and 
avoid the East-West tendencies 
in politics,” a Foreign Office offi- 
cial commented. “This is not 
supposed to be a meeting of East 
and West blocs but a meeting of 
sovereign states.” 

The 35 nations—including all 
those in Europe except Albania, 
plus the United States and Can- 
ada—are planning the review con- 
ference itself. The.delegates are 
expected to meet through June 
and much of July before adjourn- 
ing for vacations. 

Higher-leve] delegations are 
then expected to came to Bel- 
grade in September and spend 
most of the remaining weeks of 
the year reviewing what progress 
has been made during the first 
two years of the Helsinki agree- 
ment, 

A Yugoslav official said he had 
counted nearly 900 conferences 
during the last year. in prepara- 
tion for the meetings. 

There have been the obvious 
consultations among the members 
of the Warsaw Pact and NATO. 

In addition, the economic 
groupings of Eastern Burope 
(Comecon) and Western Europe 
sEuropean Economic Community) 
have tried to coordinate their 
strategy.

This stage of business Is pre-

A British position paper. de- 
scribed by a British spokesman as

Delegates were watching de- 
velopments in Moscow, where a 
U.S, journalist, Robert Toth, of 
the Los Angeles Times, was 
summoned for questioning by the 
EGB again today and informed 
he would not be permitted to 
Jeave the country while the ques- 
toning continues. He had been 
in contact with Jewish and other

The attack by Croats on the Yugosiav 
mission to the United Nations in New York 
was, of course, timed to precede the begin- 
ning of the Belgrade conference. But it also 
coincided with the solemn borial of the 
South Moluccans killed in their viclent effort 
to enlist Dutch cooperation on behalf of 
their nationalism and the decision of the 
British Labor government to postpone their 
bill for Scottish and Welsh autonomy. For 
ἃ variety of rasons. it was a bad few days for 
the partitionists. . 

Of the three imstances cited, it is clear 
enough that the most reasonable approach 
was that of Mr. Caliaghan’s Labor party. But 
the Laborites are only in office by the grace 
of the Liberals. and there are Umits to the 
amount of compromise that the major party 
can make to the minor. even to stay in office.

Rosalyon Carter Elected 


The unspoken question behind many ap- 
praisals of Rosalynn Carter's journey to 
seven Latin and Caribbean nations has been 
“who elected her?” People here and abroad 
have wondered whether it was somehow in- 
sulting to send the First Lady if the Fres- 
ident and Vice-President were too busy with 
other continents. People have winced at the 
thought of an imperial family taking over 
where the imperial presidents left off: Lil- 
lian Carter to India, Chip Carter to Buffalo 
and China, Amy Carter to the public school 
constituency and now Rosalynn Carter to 
eight-hour summit conferences with chiefs 
of state. Some complain of nepotism and 
some have questioned directly whether First 
Ladies ‘have any right to leave the East. or 
distaff, Wing of the White House and to 
escape the family-style pages. 

For all this, we would substitute the ques- 
tion. “How well could she handle the mis- 
aions entrusted to her by the President?" 
The initial reports suggest that Mrs. Carter 
did very well indeed at explaining her hus- 
band’s interest, concern and policies and at 
eliciting extensive comments of both sup- 
port and disagreement from her hosts, It 
is the quality of her ambassadorship that 
should concern us, not the range of subjects 
on which the President might wish to exploit 
her prestige and proximity. 

First Ladies have a special and unique 
standing in the American government and 
deserve the chance to invest it in good works. 
Betty Ford fully defined their place and 
power in one memorable phrase: “pillow 
talk.” Where that talk may range 15 for the 
couple sharing the pillow to determine, If 
Mrs. Carter proposes or criticizes appoint- 
ments and policies, we would prefer a visible 
influence to the shadowy sort. Certainly her 
ambition. intelligence. self-control and public 
deportment were evident in her husband's 
campaign for the presidency. His election 
implied her partnership just as thoroughly 
as it implied his Southern perspective, mili- 
tary and vusiness background, and venera- 
tion ot Admiral Hyman Rickover. His re- 
liance upon her was as predictable as his 
Teliance wpon Hamilton Jordan or Jody 
Powell 

In this respect. foreign affairs are no dif- 
ferent from the most domestic affairs, except 
to those who would contend that a wife's 


place must always be at home, and in the 
kitchen at that. As long as she is welcome 
where she is sent, Mrs. Carter in Latin Amer- 
ica is no less appropriate than Clark Clif- 
ford in Cyprus, Greece and Turkey, or Robert 
Kennedy in Indonesia or Harry Hopkins in 
Russia. There are times in diplomacy when 
intwmacy with a president is simply more 
valuable than Unguistic ability or experience 
in negottation. 

The whfe of a president cannot avoid gov- 
ernment service or play only a private role. 
At a minimum, she is expected to manage 
many affairs of the White House and re- 
ceptions of state. If she were unavailable 
or incompetent there. she and her husband 
would be judged wanting. inhospitable, even 
rude. If she is vigorous and a mother, much 
of the country looks to her automatically for 
guidance in matters of special interest to 
wemen and children. What she wears and 
whom she visits become matters of national 
gossip and political weight. Why is it ac- 
cepted that she encourage ballet and the 
modern dance tn New York but not human 
rights in Brazit? Marriage to a president 
does not automatically endow her with gov- 
ernmental skills, but neither should it dis- 
qualify. Her power and influence are deriv. 
ative, but so is that of half the appoin- 
tees of any president. 


The family presidency can be overdone, 
like anything else. Given her special Peace 
Corps background in India, the President's 
mother was an inspired choice to represent 
tim at a state fumeral there. But we saw 
no comparable benefit in Chip Carter's join- 
ing 2 delegation to China or inspecting bliz- 
zard damage in upstate New York. We think 
Mrs. Carter's boast in Latin America that 
she was “closer than anyone” to the Pres- 
ident was unseemly and unnecessarily de- 
fensive. For her. too, the question should 
be not just who she is, but how well equipped 
to handle a presidential errand. 

Tf she holds to the standard of the appar- 
ently successful trip, she can help not only 
the President but also thousands of govern- 
ment wives and the wives of other prominent 
men who, with her. need and seek a role, 
quite willing to be an extension of their 
husbands but not just an appendage,

Robert Strauss, President Car- 
ter's chief trade negotiator, went 
to considerable lengths yesterday 
to calm sch fears in announc- 
ing that the United States and 
Taiwan, as expected, had signed 
8. four-year pact limiting U.S. 
imports of nonrubber shoes. 


Mr. Strauss expressed the 
“hope” that the agreement with 
Taiwan, and a similar one with 
South Eorea to be signed next 
week, will be the last such pacts 
“for 2 long time.” The agree- 
ment “certainly isn’t an ideal 
solution” for those who believe in 
free trade, Mr. Strauss said. But 
be suggested it was much prefer- 
able to imposing quotas or tariffs. 


President Carter turned to the 
i marketing agreements 
after being confronted with rec- 
ommendations by the U.S. In- 
ternational Trade Commission 
that he impose a tough tariff- 
rate quota system to restrict shoe 
imports and that he order 
sharply higher tariffs to keep out 
Japanese color-television sets.

NCAA Aides 
Deplore Rule 


For Women 


Equalized Funds 
Is Called Harmful 


By Bob Oates 


LOS ANGELES. June 13.—Af- 
ter a two-year examination of 
the federal government's so-call- 
ed Title KX program—designed In 
Part τὸ equalize women's Sports 
with men's—officials of the Na- 
tional Collegiate Athletic Asso~ 
ciation are still hostile- 

In fact, the more they learn 
about it, the more hostile they 
get. 

Walter Byers. the NCAA's cxec- 
utive director, said this of Title 
EX recently: 

“It's the most injurious piece 
of legislation on college athletics 
to come out of Washington yer.” 

Byers's objection focuses on one 
point: the added pressure on col- 
lege football when it is compelled 
to finance women's sports. 

“The thing that causes most 
of the problems in college athlet- 
jes today.” he said. “is the pres~ 
sure on the footbal] team to win 
and to make money. This is what 
leads to recruiting Violations. It's 
what leads to short coaching 
tenures. It causes most of the 
unpleasant things associated with 
college sports. And Title CX just 
adds to the emphasis and pres- 
sure. Tt adds heavily." 

The public doesn't fully under- 
stand the decisive financial] role 
football plays at most institutions, 
Brers said, continuing: 

‘This one sport supports most 
Tmen's] sports at most colleges 
and universities. If you bring in 
women's sports. too, the burden 
on football—and the pressure— 
are increased by that much, Con- 
sidering the problems football al~ 
ready has with (recruiting) viola~ 
tions and so forth, you can see 
that adding to the emphasis on 
winning in college football takes 
us contrary to the way we showld 
be going.” 

The average veteran ‘male: 
coliege administrator everywhere 
these days tends to side with 
Byers. On the opposite side are 
‘women's groups and government 
agencies. And as one result, two 
schools of thought have formed 
nationally in recent months on 
this subject: 

® Those favoring equality for 
women argue that at each insti- 
tution, receipts from all sports, 
men’s and women’s, should be 
swept into one pile and then 
distributed equally to men's and 
women's sports 

It is immaterial to the pro- 
ponents of this view whether. for 
instance, men's track and field 
grosses enough to pay for the 
team's coach or. perhans, for ἃ, 
new javelin, Any money raised 
by men’s track should, instead. 
go into the university's general 
athletic fund and, subsequently, 
men’s and women’s track should 
share equally in whatever money 
is available. 

This is generally the position 
of those backing Title IX pro- 
cedures in the Department of 
Health. Education and Welfare. 

eThe other school of thought, 
which is gathering new adherents 
daily. holds that the split in 
college athletics should be be- 
tween revenue and nonrevenue 
Sports—not between men's and 
women's sports. Those favoring 
this position say an activity gen- 
erating enough money at the 
gate and from TV to pay its own 
war ‘meaning footba]] and, at 
some colleges, basketball) should 
operate independently of activi- 
ties that have to be supported.

“Anyone who would sign this peti- 
tion must be crazy. and therefore 
I am recommending that everr- 
one whose name appears on this 
list be sent to a menta] hospital 
for a ps¥chiatric examination,” 

Now, the United States: “On 
behalf of the writers in tbe 
United States, we protest the use 
of nucjJear weapons and the waste 
of money on larger and more 
expensive military hardware, 
when so many of our country's 
needs for health and welfare are 
being ignored.” 

The U.S. official responds: 
“Thank you very much, I will 
call it to the attention of the 
President. But it is my personal 
opinion that you would probably 
have a larger impact if you print- 
ed your petition as a paid ad- 
vertisement in The Washington 
Post or The New York Times 
where congressional sources will 
gee it.” 

The Soviet Union: “As a leader 
of the Soviet scientists for honest, 
research. I can no longer keep 
quiet on the country’s bureau- 
eratic efforts to squelch any dis- 
covery that might conflict with 
Communist party ideology.”

He was 
working for 2 New York indus- 
trial firm and one evening. 
while out with bis boss, he was 
asked what concerned him most 
about his job. 

“I explained that my mother 
was 8 very short Isdy and that 
nothing was convenient for her 
in her kitchen,” he recalls. “She 
had % reach up and lean over 
things. I wanted to work on 
those kinds of design 
My boss just roared and asked 
me if J thought we were design- 
ing for 50,000 little old ladies.” 

The bothered Papa- 
nek, who thought about the 
industrial executive's reaction. 
He solved his mother’s probiem 
by raising the level of the floor 
with a layer of bricks covered 
with wood slats. He also decided 
that if there were 50,000 iittle 
old ladies who were short, there 
must be at least 50,000 littie 
old men. 

“Then I started thinking 
about the fact that between 
6 and 14 most people are short,” 
he says, “Then I realized that 
while Americans are tall—this 
was before all the nutritional 
improvements in diet in Europe 
—most Europeans were not. 
Then there were Africans, 
Asiaus and South Americans. 
‘The rest of the world in fact.. 
that the American design estab- 
lishment was ignoring.” 


Began Battle 


Papanek began his battle 
egainst the design establishment, 
many of whom he describes as 
“cosmetic stylists.” people who 
change the outside of gadgets, 
machinery and instruments, but 
ignore simple changes that will 
make them work more efficient- 
ly for people.
